ALL CLAIMERS. 

HE racing secretaries at Oriental Park, 

Jefferson Park and Agua Caliente provided 
a total of 22 races for the last day of 1929 and 
each one was a claiming affair. Notwithstanding 
the fact that this is the winter racing period, 
one would expect the racing secretaries to be 
more versatile than to completely fill the card 
with claimers on any day. There should always 
be at least one handicap or allowance race on a 
day’s program. It may not provide a _ better 
contest, but it has the effect of lending dignity 
and giving tone to the sport. 


SACRIFICE OF STAMINA. 

T is not only in America that an outcry is 

being made against excessive racing of 2- 

year-olds and the sacrifice of stamina for speed. 
It has been raised in England as well, and pe- 
culiarly enough and quite corectly, too, “the 
influx of American methods, relevant to running 
races right through from end to end” is blamed 
to the extent that it “has placed a high test of 
endurance upon the Thoroughbred,” whereas 
“little has been done by way of attempting to 
breed on lines consistent with the need.” 

The situation in England is much the same as 
it is here. The breeders, as ‘‘Warren Hill” says, 
“naturally cater for the demand, which is in 
conformity with the programmes scheduled, 
governed by the general desire of owners to ob- 
tain animals bred for speed, in the hope of 
securing the many valuable 2-year-old events in 
the least possible time at the minimum cost of 
expense.” 

There you are, same as THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
been saying of conditions in this country—too 
much money given for 2-year-old stakes and not 
enough for 4-year-olds and older horses. ‘War- 
ren Hill” goes on to say in his column in 
The Sporting Life (London): 

“Who can say such procedure is in keeping 
with the promotion of the improvement of 
British bloodstock? Surely, there is need for 
a drastic overhaul of the present-day pro 
gramme with a view to discouraging the ex- 
ploitation of juveniles so immature, and to en- 
courage owners to adopt patience with the 
promise of due reward. 

“Once the stakes are reduced for 2-year-old 
events and correspondingly raised for races de- 
cided over a mile and upwards for 3-year-olds 
and older horses, the demand would greatly be 
influenced in the right direction, with breeders 
acting accordingly. 

“Although the British Thoroughbred remains 
pre-eminent in the world, I am convinced that 
some retrogression has set in. This is mainly 
because of the great tax of endurance placed 
upon immature animals, which takes such a big 
toll of each individual’s nervous energy as to 
render it neurotic.” 
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REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES. 
E hope that before the Spring race meetings 
open in Maryland, Illinois, New York and 
Kentucky, the governing bodies of the Turf will 
require deposit of the registration certificate for 
each horse present for the meeting to be made 
with the racing secretary. 

It is not difficult to see that proper identifica- 
tion of each horse would thus be made easier, 
and that it would insure accuracy in the making 
of entries and be of great aid to the racing sec- 
retaries. 

Certificates would be transferred properly 
when and as horses are claimed and, at the con- 
clusion of each meeting, each certificate would 
be delivered to the owner or the trainer of the 
horse. 

In short, the rules should make the certificate 
at all times to go with the horse—to be as es- 
sential as is a halter, and even more so. 

Since those who ride for pleasure are more 
and more coming to the use of Thoroughbred 
horses, in the hunting and polo fields and on the 
bridle paths and in the show rings, the owners 
and trainers of horses for racing purposes are 
beginning to better understand the value of the 
registration certificate hitherto so lightly re- 
garded. 

Those who are buying for the new uses, will 
not have horses without a certificate, and this 
is another important reason why the governing 
bodies should make the filing of certificates com- 
pulsory. 


BETTER REPORTS. 

OW that we are approaching the breeding 

season, THE BLoop-HORSE offers the sug- 
gestion, yea, earnestly each stallion 
owner to keep perfect records of matings, 
births, deaths, slips and misses to the end that 
all may be reported to The Jockey Club's regis- 
try office for inclusion in the fifteenth volume 
of the American Stud Book. 

When each one does this he makes a highly 
valuable contribution to the whole work, and 
enriches himself much, since it is through these 
vital statistics of the Turf that he and all other 
breeders will be able to secure helps and aids 
not now available because they and their prede- 
cessors have neglected to make complete this 
important feature of the Stud Book. 

Because they have falsely felt deaths and slips 
to be a reflection upon them, or upon their es- 
tablishment, some breeders have been extremely 
secretive about such occurrences and have not 
listed them in making the annual report of 
mares to The Jockey Club’s offices. 

Again we urge each one to this year make the 
reports full and complete in every particular.

WELL STATED. 

HE Sunday after he had denounced bridge- 

playing as “a soul-destroying practice,” an 
Angelican clergyman in England from his pulpit 
described his critics as ‘a Satanic chorus of 
those who will have Sunday dog-racing, Sunday 
boxing bouts and Sunday cinemas.’”’

ridiculous.”

THE EDITOR’S NOTE BOOK 


T is good to know that one’s efforts to please 

are appreciated. We are in receipt of the fol- 
lowing from a subscriber in California: ‘The 
compiled list of public sale yearlings, 1929, as 
published in the last issue for December, was 
perfection in itself, as is everything you give 
space to in your valuable and interesting little 
magazine.” 

Another subscriber, who lives in Illinois, writes 
us: “I wish to pause at this season to thank 
you for the many enjoyable hours I get from 
reading your BLOoD-HorRsE. In addition to much 


valuable information, it contains editorials from 
your fearless and forceful pen which are greatly 
needed. 
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“In the days of its prosperity, the Turf needs 
its friends most to protect it from many abuses 
which are creeping in through political influence 
and commercial greed. 

“It would do the Western Turf a world of good 
next year to see about ten disqualifications and 
five dead heats on the mutuel tracks of Kentucky 
and Illinois.” 

* * 
E were chatting with a couple of trainers a 
day or two ago. One who commands what 
is generally considered fine pay as the private 
trainer for a large establishment, said he had 
made the mistake of his life when he accepted 
employment on salary. “Honestly,” he _ said, 
“when I was rustling for myself with a few 
horses, I actually spent more money each year 
than I now receive in salary. Then I lived and 
worked and enjoyed it. Now I am as one bound 
hand and foot. Up every morning by 4 o’clock 
to see that the horses get the feeding and groom- 
ing that is coming to them; busy with the train- 
ing the better portion of the day, and then, when 
I am not acting as banker, bookkeeper and nurse 
for the negro help, I am thinking about the ail- 
ments and the work requirements of the horses. 
If I should quit the job, I’d be counted a laggard, 
a misfit, a neerdowell, a backnumber, and no 
end of things calculated to retard my progress. 
So the only thing I can do is to stick to the task 
with the hope that I'll get a good break before 
I die.” 

The other trainer said the most he can get 
from his patrons for handling their horses is 
$4.00 per day. “A man can just about break 
even on that training on the home track,” he said, 
“but when he ships away to the races he is a 
lost ball in high weeds at that figure. The ex- 
pense simply eats up one. I now am turning 
away horses unless they come to me for $5 per 
day at home and a dollar more when we ship to 
the next town, providing that it is not to the 
East, where the expense is still higher.” 

Both of these trainers have been successful in 
winning races; both have some money, and 
neither is old enough ta be ready for the shelf. 
We are of the impression that each one would be 
better satisfied if able to secure the kind of help 
obtainable for training stables in other days. 
Then the foremen, grooms, exercise lads and 
jockeys took pride in being efficient and steady. 
They worked regularly and well, and were happy 
in their work. Nowadays the majority of the 
stable help is, generally speaking, slothful and 
incompetent, wanting to idle and to drink the 
poison that is passed out by bootleggers under the 
name of whiskey or gin. Better policing of the 


training grounds, forbidding entrance at all times 
to such as have no business on the premises, 
would have the effect, we think, of relieving the 
condition somewhat. 


E thought we had disposed of the blunder 

“Old Rosebud” made in saying that Mis- 
step had the marks of the firing iron, when we 
attempted a correction of the misstatement last 
week, but we now find that we made another 
blunder in using the name of Morsel when it 
should have been Maudlin. Morsel is a black 
colt, and could not possibly have been mistaken 
for Misstep, a chestnut, but Maudlin, like Mis- 
step, is a chestnut and is also by Upset, and 
Maudlin has been fired. 

We are in receipt of a note from “Old Rose- 
bud” in which he says he accepted the statement 
of another that Misstep had been fired, but that 
he has since visited the stable and has seen that 
it is not true. “I fully intended to correct the 
error, but Mr. Marks beat me to it,” he writes, 
adding: “I am very sorry for the error, and 
offer my whole-hearted apology to Mr. Marks, 
THE BLooD-HoRSE and its readers. In future, I 
shall not risk the statements of others in such 
matters.” 

All of which furnishes another illustration of 
the fact that, even when one is most careful and 
trustful, there is great liability that mistakes will 
be made, but let us get this right: Misstep has 
not been fired, and his trainer says his legs are 
not in the least under suspicion. 

Misstep has a lot of friends throughout the 
country who surely are glad to know that it 
has been decided to race him this year rather 
than retire him to the stud, which for a time 
seemed likely. According to a letter received 
early in December by trainer Mose Lowenstein 
from William E. Broderick, Frank Murphy and 
R. C. Rockwell, “most of the citizens of Peoria, 
Illinois, are Misstep boosters.’ The letter 
reads: 

“Almost two years ago, I wrote a letter to you, 
saying and praying that Misstep would trim 
Reigh Count in the Derby. Since that letter 
‘much water has run over the mill,’ but a few 
Misstep boosters would like for you to go on with 
this champion. Today’s Form contains a brief 
message that you are undecided as to his future. 
From here in Peoria, it looks like that Agua 
Caliente Handicap was made for Misstep. Each 


afternoon he faced the starter in Chicago, Peoria 
had a delegation pulling for him. 


“We know he can trim Sun Beau. We know 
you can put him on edge for a race of 114 miles. 
You know Misstep, Mr. Lowenstein, so go on 
down to Mexico and bring that pot of gold back 
to Kentucky. Mack Garner would walk to Mex- 
ico to get a crack at that race, and you know 
Misstep can do it. So do we. He has never faced 
the barrier yet without our money, and if you 
enter him for this handicap, the future books in 
San Diego will know there is still money in some 
parts of Illinois.” 

The spirit disciosed in this letter is the spirit 
that our forefathers had in the days of the great 
post stakes, and it is the spirit that has kept 
the Turf fires burning in America. May that 


spirit never die. 
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A MEATY ANALYSIS 
Lexington, Ky., Jan. 8, 1930. 
Editor BLOOD-HORSE: 

I have read every word of each issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE since its beginning with great 
interest, pleasure and profit, and must congratu- 
late you on its steady and constant improve- 
ment, until it can now be called ‘‘an institution” 
among horsemen. My wish for you for 1930 is 
that THE BLOOoD-HORSE may continue to grow 
bigger and better. 

Your January 4th issue, containing the second 
annual edition of the names and pedigrees of 
stakes winners for the year, has been read and 
studied to some length, and to show my appreci- 
ation and their use to me in forming my opinions 
in breeding matters, I send the following, which 
may also, be of interest and value to those who 
have not, or cannot take the time necessary to 
dig out the facts contained. 

Last year I analyzed the tables with a direct 
intent to throw some light on the dark subject 


of the proper mates for mares belonging to any 
of the three great American lines, namely, those 
founded by “Eclipse, *Bonnie Scotland and *West 
Australian. 

The findings of this year will be of some fur- 
ther use along this line I hope, but the endeavor 
has been to get a composite picture of breeding 
results, as between American strains and com- 
parative—by lately imported ones. First, how- 
ever, it will be well to compare last year with 
the preceding year to see what gains or losses 
have been made in general, and in American 
lines in particular, as will readily be noted in 
the following table:

The only changes meriting mention being the 
fact that the house of Matchem seems to be 
gaining proportionately faster than its com- 
petitors, and that the three American lines ac- 
counted for all the gain shown in number of 
stakes winners. 

The writer has read many interesting, and 
sometimes heated, discourses on the merits of 
the imported sires and broodmares versus the 
American product. Some of the more cautious 
have split the difference, as it were, glorify the 
American broodmare in alliance with the im- 
ported sire, while half of this school transposes 
the order of preference in imported sex, and 
desire the imported mare to mate with the Amer- 
ican sire. Still others, especially, it seems to 
me, our wealthy Eastern owners, are carried 
away by the “swank” of the foreign salesman 
and import the pur sang article in job lots at 
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great expense and no little nortoriety to the 
almost total neglect of home bred offerings. 
Now, stakes winners are more yearned for by 
this latter group of owners than all others, the 
average Kentucky owner, in fact, being such a 
lover of the horse for his own sake alone, that 
he is perfectly satisfied and happy if his particu- 
lar “joy and pride” is a more or less frequent 
winner only. 

The following will show just how each ad- 
herent fared in the matter of winning stakes the 
past year: 

241 stakes winners in 1929, of which: 

100 carried Domino blood, 

79 carried Ben Brush blood. 

123 carried either Domino or Ben Brush blood or both. 

118 oniy, carried no Domino or Ben Brush blocd. 

39 carried Hastings blood. 

62 carried Hanover blood. 

38 only, carried no American blood. 

11 only, were imported (4 of these only 

chasers, 7 of these winners on flat). 

192 carried American blood. ° 

Based on the experience of 1929 then, it ap- 
pears that a horse without a substantial dosage 
of American blood has a very slight prospect 
of ever getting into the stakes winners’ class, 
and that our imported preferring friends will be 
obliged, after all, to come down to Kentucky and 
purchase trom some of we breeders, at a nice 
figure, a stake horse that we did not sell as a 
yearling because we couldn't get these same 
gentlemen to bid enough to pay us a profit on 
producing him. 

On this same experience basis, the purchaser 
of a yearling carrying close up crosses of the 
blood designated in each case, would have the 
percentage of chance of winning a stake with 
him or her as follows:

Of course these figures are not entirely ac- 
curate, due to the fact that the same stakes 
winner in many cases carried, for instance, both 
Domino and Ben Brush Blood, or both Ben 
Brush and Hanover, etc., except in the instance 
of the imported and the all-foreign bred indi- 


viduals, in which the only doubt is further 
against their chances. This, due to the fact 
that I have called blood they carry “foreign” 


which in many instances was imported so long 
ago that it is generally known as American. 
I also wish to note that in these tables and 
calculations only the four removes shown in THE 
BLOooD-HOKSE, Were considered, and no blood back 
of the individual horses themselves, was called 
Domino, Ben Brush, Hanover, etc., and in many 
pedigrees their sires appeared, but /vere ignored 
in this compilation. 

It appears further that the practice of whole- 
sale importations. could be stopped with profit 
to all concerned, except the foreign vendor. This 
would in turn aid in the elimination of the excess 
in Thoroughbred production, if such there is, 
and result in added prosperity to American 
breeders, and ultimately, materially to the enjoy- 
ment of the purchaser, not to mention the mone- 
tary return. 

Another fact gleaned from the tables is that 
Bend Or blood is perhaps the most widely dis- 
tributed and frequently encountered blood in 


America, so many of his scions having been im- 
ported in the heyday of his glory. It is doubtless 
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the most saleable of all so-called “English’”’ 
blood today to American breeding interests, as 
attested by the fact that 41 stakes winners traced 
in sire line to him. Curious to know just how 
his successes were achieved in 1929, I found the 
solution, to my own satisfaction at least, in the 
fact that 13 of his winners were inbred, and 8 
were out of Domino line mares and 4 from Ben 
3rush line mares, making up 25 of his winners. 

The wriler does not know what opinion is held 
by most other breeders, but his attention has 
been attracted to the fact that for several sea- 
sons past many of the best Bend Or horses abroad 
have been “line-bred,”’ or inbred to Bend Or, as 
have also the best ones lately imported, namely 
*‘Carlaris, *Sickle, *Pharamond, etc., and the 
same is also noted in the pedigrees of many of 
our best products of the strain. 

Another interesting conjecture is brought back 
to us with quite a bit of solid evidence in its 
favor: Are we to have another successful line 
of Matchem established in America? It has 
been sO many years since any line was able to 
establish itself in permanence in America that 
breeders have taken it for granted that there 
never will be another, and yet what are you going 
to say about *Ogden? His son, The Finn, grand- 
sons and great-grandsons have been meeting 
rather unusual and consistent success. They pro- 
duced 14 stakes winners last year which is more 
than half as many as the old established line of 
*West Australian fathered. They also piled up 
a very tidy stack of good American dollars in 
winnings this season, horses from that line win- 
ning all told, as nearly as I can calculate it from 
fragmentary records, $431,673.00. To my surprise 
I found 17 scions of *Ogden with winners to 
represent them last year, and they produced their 
stakes winners from mares belonging to eight 
different lines, thus proving rather versatile. 
Their most conspicuous successes as stakes win- 
ners were produced this season, however, to al- 
liances with Ultimus mares. 

For several seasons V. Sanders, in his column 
“Gimme a Match" and elsewhere, has stressed 
the point that if the pedigree of a _ frequent 
visitor to the “charmed cricle” is examined, the 
golden thread of Domino inheritance is almost 
certain to be found in its woof and warp. From 
the record of 1929 it appears that ‘Screw’ has 
much fact on which to base his claim. 

The list of winners again illustrates the 
marked affinity that Domino and Ben Brush 
have for each other, and seems to point to their 
eventual blending as a dual strain. They also 
emphasize the fact that America has for all 
general breeding purposes lost the line of Herod. 
There are one or two, more or less forlorn, hopes 
in existence for the line’s reestablishment, but 
as yet they are faint hopes only. Lavish ex- 
penditures in the importations of scions of the 
Le Sancy line of Herod which has been nurtured 
in France and reimplanted in England and Ire- 
land with great attendant success, have as yet 
been ineffectual in America, although given the 
best stud opportunities. In pondering upon a 
reason for this seeming failure, it occurs to me 
that Mr. Brossman may have uncovered the 
reason, when he called attention, in an article in 
The Thoroughbred Record some time ago, that 
most American mares and sires really have in 
their veins many times over as much Herod blood 
as the Le Sancy sires carry. In the present gen- 
eration at least, additions to the accumulated 


supply have not been productive of the desired 
results.

Marshall Field, Robert Livingston Gerry, A. H. 
Morris, A. G. C. Sage, Joseph E. Widener and 
George D. Widener. Officers were reelected, as 
follows: F. K. Sturgis, chairman; William Wood- 
ard, vice-chairman; John E. Cowdin, secretary- 
treasurer. William Woodard was _ reelected 
steward for a term of 3 years. The vacancy on 
the board of stewards caused by R. T. Wilson’s 
death, was not filled. George Cassidy’s selec- 
tion to be starter on The Jockey Club tracks was 
announced, and it was stated that no other 
changes will be made in the roster of employees. 

Messrs. J. E. Widener, J. E. Davis and A. H. 
Morris were named to be the license committee 
for 1930, and this choice is said to be significant 
that trainers and jockeys who have questionable 
records, or who have been under suspicion, will 
find themselves without license this year. These 
gentlemen are very vigilant stewards and it is to 
be expected that they will countenance nothing 
detrimental to the Turf. 

Resolutions on the death of Mr. Wilson were 
adopted and spread upon the minutes, as fol- 
lows: 

“The death of Richard Thornton Wilson, which oc- 


curred in New York City on December 29, 1929, has 
brought sorrow and a sense of deep loss to the entire 
Turf world, in which for thirty-five years he had been 
a distinguished and leading personality. 

“On attaining his majority Mr. Wilson selected rac- 
ing as one of his chief interests as well as recreation, 
and immediately achieved success through the produce 
of his breeding establishment which he founded at 
Kirklevington Farm, one of the famous Blue Grass 
nurseries of Kentucky. He bred there great horses, 
which won many coveted and important prizes of the 
American Turf, and carried his always popular Old 
Gold and Green colors to fame and distinction. 

“Gifted with unusual vision and foresight, absolutely 
fearless and yet judicial, conservative and yet highly 
constructive, his brilliant mind made him an invaluable 
counsellor and leader in all matters pertaining to the 
standards and stability which prevail today. 

“Mr. Wilson became a member of the Jockey Club in 
1896, and was elected to the board of stewards in 1918. 
An active worker and loyal friend, his ability and 
judgment will be greatly missed by his associates, and 
by all who knew and loved him. 

“His death is keenly felt, and he is deeply mourned. 

“Resolved, that his friends and associates of the 
Jockey Club record their sincere appreciation of him, 
and their admiration for what he has accomplished. 

“Resolved, that a copy of this resolution be spread 
on the minutes of the club and handed to the family 
of Mr. Richard Thornton Wilson.”

WESTCHESTER RACING ASSOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of the Westchester Racing 
Association members was held Thursday, Janu- 
ary 10, at 250 Park Avenue,, New York City. 

Joseph E. Widener was re-elected president; 
Harry Payne Whitney, vice president, and John 
J. Coakley, secretary and treasurer. George H. 
Bull was chosen to the directorate to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of R. T. Wilson. 
Kighty-six per cent of the stock controlled by 55 
stockholders was voted. Vacancies in the di- 
rectorate occasioned by the deaths of Payne 
Whitney and James L. Metcalfe were not filled. 
According to the constitution of the association, 
originally the directorate was to have been com- 
posed of seven members, the present number, 
they being Messrs. Widener, Whitney, John E. 
Cowdin, Henry W. Bull, Thomas J. Regan, J. J.

George H. Bull, who for several years served 
faithfully under the late R. T. Wilson in the 
capacity of Saratoga’s secretary and treasurer, 
was elected president of the association to suc- 
ceed the late Mr. Wilson. Harry Payne Whitney 
John A. Morris 


was re-elected vice-president. 
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was chosen secretary and treasurer to fill the 
office vacated by Mr. Bull. John A. Morris, one 
of the young owners of the game, is a son of 
A. H. Morris, the well known steward, and comes 
of a family of horsemen. It was his great-grand- 
father, by the way, who organized America’s 
first Jockey Club. 

It was decided in the future to promote a new 
race to be known as “The Wilson,” in honor of 
the memory of the late President. This will be 
a mile sprint for 3-year-olds and upward, with 
$5,000 added. It was further voted to character- 
ize the mile chute hereafter as the “Wilson mile.” 
The value of the Whitney Stake was increased 
from $4,000 to $5,000. This Whitney, which has 
been run twice, was so named in the memory of 
Payne Whitney and his father, William C. Whit- 
ney, both of whom were of incalculable service 
in the development of Thoroughbred racing in 
America. It was also decided that the original 
title, the “Travers Stakes,” be restored to the 
most important test for 3-year-olds exclusively, 
at the Saratoga meeting. This event of a mile 
and a quarter for the past several years had been 
known as the “Travers Midsummer Derby.” 


AQUEDUCT CHANGES 

The annual meeting of the Queens County 
Jockey Club, which was held in New York, Janu- 
ary 6, was a iong and stormy one, resulting in 
the election of John E. Cowdin, president, in place 
of James Hyde, and Dr. Edward P. Kilroe, secre- 
tary-treasurer, instead of Charles Dwyer, and the 
naming of the following directors: John E. 
Cowdin, J. Benedict Roache, Theodore Knapp, 
Cyrus J. Julien, Dr. Edward P. Kilroe, John 
Norton and Mrs. E. D. Wood. The changes were 
made by weight of the votes of the shares held 
by Joseph E. Widener and James Butler. Mr. 
Widener was at the meeting in person, but Mr. 
Butler was represented by his son, William. 
Messrs. Hyde and Dwyer put up a hard fight to 
retain their places, but they were outvoted. No 
immediate change from Aqueduct is contem- 
plated, but it is a part of the plan of the new 
administration to eventually have the racing else- 
where on Long Island. It is stated that the new 
location will not be at Hicksville, where the Club 
has paid $150,000 on a site, with $350,000 yet to 
pay, but it is not decided what may be done with 
this property. The control held by the Dwyer 
family since 1886 on the racing properties of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club and the Queens County 
Jockey Club has now ceased. Henry C. Pebler, 
who has been with the organization for 25 years, 
is retained as racing secretary. 


RACING PROSPERS. 

In concluding a review of the year 1929 on the 
Turf, Bryan Field in The New York Times said: 
“On the whole, racing continued to prosper, and 
the decision a few weeks ago to race at Miami 
under the rules of the New York Jockey Club is 
an indication that the sport during the winter 
will be on a higher plane than ever before.” 
QUINCY STABLE TO RACE. 

The Quincy Stable colors which were so popu- 
lar on the Metropolitan tracks a few years back 
will again be seen in action this season. The 
owner was in Lexington during the week visiting 
different farms and negotiating for a number 
of horses. The veteran Stephen J. Lawler, who 
trained Trojan, the winner of the Futurity in 
1914, for this establishment, will again be in 
charge. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


J. E. MADDEN’S WILL. 
HE will of the late John E. Madden was ad- 


mitted to probate at Lexington January 10. 
John Edward Madden, Jr., and Joseph M. Mad- 
den, sons of the deceased master of Hamburg 
Place, and Miss Daysie Proctor, long his private 
secretary, are named executors and trustees of 
the estate, no estimate of the value of which is 
made, and the bulk of which is bequeathed to 
the two sons. It is provided that $125,000 shall 
be held in trust for the benefit of the deceased's 
two nieces, Misses Cecelia and Catherine Mc- 
Teran. W. Rodes Estill, a long time friend of 
the deceased, is to have his choice of the trotting 
horses, and the others are to be sold. To Miss 
Proctor there is a bequest of $1,000 and the same 
amount to James Donnelly, Frank Aulick, W. S. 
Walker and other employees at Hamburg place. 
The will directs that Sir Martin, Thoroughbred 
stallion, now 24 years old, be maintained for the 
remainder of his life and that all other horses in 
the stud of Thoroughbreds be sold. John Edward 
Madden, Jr., and Miss Proctor qualified as execu- 
tors and trustees, and Joseph M. Madden will 
qualify upon his arrival from New York. An 
announcement will be forthcoming later as to the 
time and place for the dispersal of the stud. It 
is understood to be the intention of the two 
young men to continue Hamburg Place as a 
breeding establishment, but on a smaller scale, 
and with horses of their own choosing. 

THE FIRST FO: AL. 

While John D. Carr was the first to report a 
foal—the bay colt by Macaw out of Mineral, 
which came January 3-~—it transpires that his 
was not the first foal. Dr. John Baird, manager 
of Coldstream Stud, reports that on January 2 
*Lady in Grey foaled a bay filly by the English 
stallion Polyphontes. 


FLASH IN THE PAN! 

“Old Rosebud’s” attention is called to Vernon 
Sanders’ statement that “All Upset, a colt by 
Upset, which won the Bashford Manor Stakes, 
showed much class early, but he was merely a 
flash in the pan.” All Upset is “Old Rosebud’s” 
choice for the Kentucky Derby, May 17 next. 


ALCIBIADES PROBABLY BEST. 

“Alcibiades, a filly, running in the colors of 
Hal Price Headley, was probably best of the 2- 
year-olds which raced over the Kentucky circuit,’ 
says Vernon Sanders in a discussion in The Louis- 
ville Times of the racing of 1929.

Disturb was placed third, 
Donnay fourth, Old Slip fifth, Patricia Marian 
sixth, First Mason seventh, Uncommon Gold 
eighth, Lord Breadalbane ninth, Wellet tenth, 
War Instigator eleventh, and High Score last.

STUD NEWS 
HEROD BLOOD. 
iy The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester), “Man- 


kato” draws attention to the fact that Tetra- 


tema is the first scion of the House of Herod to 
head the winning sire list in England since his 
sire, The Tetrarch, did it in 1919, and that next 
before him was Thormanby in 1869, who was 
preceded by Buccaneer in 1858, following Epirus 
in 1850. Epirus was by Langar, and “Mankato” 
reminds us that “there is no male line repre- 
sentative of Langar (son of Selim) left, and has 
not been for many years.’’ Windhound, the ac- 
credited grandson of Thormanby, was a grandson 
of Castrel (a roarer) brother to Selim. Thor- 
manby’s son, Atlantic, after he was sent from 
England to France, got Le Sancy, granasire of 
Roi Herode, sire of The Tetrarch. Le Sancy was 
not a stayer, and ‘‘Mankato” has well said that 
when a descendant of Le Sancy has shown stay- 
ing abilities it is certain the qualities involved 
have come in from other lines. ‘Mankato’ says 
the only descendant of Buccaneer at the stud in 


England is Bizzy and that his fee is only the 
equivalent of $45. He refers to the failures that 
have attended several attempts during the last 
45 years to re-establish in England the Selim 
line through Bay Middleton and The Flying 
Dutchman and suggests that it may be that it 
will come by the use of the French sire Bruleur. 
“Mankato” says “it is rather a pity that Bruleur’s 
son, Pot au Feu, was not granted a longer trial 
at the stud in England,” and herein lies a good 
tip to breeders who may be hesitant about pat- 
ronizing this quite attractive individual now 
standing at Coldstream Stud, near Lexington. 
His is stout blood, as stout as there is to be had, 
and he was a proved racehorse. 


BOOKS FILLING WELL. 

Adolphe Pons, who looks after the bookings for 
the Mereworth Stud stallions and a number of 
other stallions, as advertised in the THE BLOop- 
HORSE, was in Lexington from New York and 
Virginia over the week-end. He reports good 
progress in the bookings, and gave the informa- 
tion that 7 mares will go from Kentucky to the 
court of Chilhowee at George Sloane’s Whitehall 
Farm, Warrenton, Va., this season. “I have no 
doubt,” said Mr. Pons, “that the books for all 
of the Mereworth Stud stallions soon will be 
filled. Six seasons are open to Chance Piay and 
only three remain to Ladkin at Greenwich Stud.” 


FIRST ILLINOIS FOAL.

*Golden Heels raced 4 times unplaced at 2 years 
old in this country; is own sister to the good 
racehorse Paddy in England, and half-sister to 
the frequent winner *Chula Vista. She is out of 
Chanogue, by William the Third. 


PRINCE PAL’S GET.

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*MONK’S WAY AND MARES 


By ANDREW G. LEONARD 

VISIT to a breeding establishment in the 

Blue Grass is always a source of delight to 
one who is an enthusiast on the subject of blood- 
lines, and who has some knowledge of the 
various strains from which have come the great 
racehorses of the past. It is also a source of 
wonderment that one man can own many mares 
and foals of pronounced superiority, and at the 
head of his stud have a horse about which there 
can be made no manner of excuse as regards 
bloodlines or individuality. 

For this reason a day spent at Sunny Hill 
Farm in Bourbon county, Kentucky, furnished 
both delight and surprise, for here are found 
Thoroughbreds of the best type, mares of royal 
breeding, and a stallion about which there will 
be said at some future time, that he is one of 
the most perfect individuals in any country. 
This would be said of him at this time, by the 
discriminating observers, could they see him as 
he appeared to me a few weeks ago, and when 
he becomes famous as a sire of stake winners, 
all will agree that he has no superiors and few 
equals as regards his conformation and _ his 
beauty. 

Sunny Hill Farm is the property of Letton 
Vimont, the brother-in-law of Col. W. S. Dudley, 
and it is here that *Monk’s Way holds court, as 
the head of the small, but very select, stud of 
mares owned by Colonel Dudley. While it has 
been in existence only a few years, this stud has 
sent forth several racehorses of great merit. 
That this should have been the case is not in the 
least surprising, when the breeding of the mem- 
bers of this stud is studied and the individuals 
are seen. 

After having bred his mares to sires of repu- 
tation, but owned by others than himself, Colonel 
Dudley purchased the young and beautifully-bred 
stallion *Monk’s Way, and that he chose wisely 
is now apparent from the character of the foals 
by the English-bred horse. Monk’s Way is a 
dark bay, a little the rise of 15.3 hands high, 
and weighs about 1100 pounds in his present 
condition. 

The young stallion is by Friar Marcus (son of 
Cicero and Prim Nun by Persimmon), and his 
dam is Tillywhim, by Minoru (Derby winner), 
son of Cyllene and Mother Seigel, by Friar’s 
Balsam. The second dam is Lily Rose by Wild- 
fowler; from Rose Ronald, by Bay Ronald; from 
Roxalene, by War Dance; out of Rose of York. 
Royal breeding this, and one in which there are 
a greater number of absolutely first class race- 
horses than are usually found in the lines of even 
the most fashionable sires in this country or 
in England. 

*Monk’s Way was, during his career on the 
Turf, a racehorse of genuine merit, his victories 
including the Newmarket Spring Stakes; Cater- 
ham Stakes, at Epsom; Lavant Stakes at Good- 
wood; Devonshire Nursery, at Derby, and Holli- 
day Two-year-old Plate at Sandown. In the last 
named event he carried 134 pounds, while in the 
Devonshire Nursery he gave away 13 pounds to 
his opponents. He finished second in the Suffolk 
Nursery, giving the winner, Donnina, 20 pounds 
and was beaten by only a short head for the prize. 

*Monk’s Way was sent to this country in the 
spring of 1927, and soon after began his stud 
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career, at Sunny Hill Farm in Kentucky, where 
he is represented by several unusually well made 
foals, the oldest of which are yearlings. During 
his racing career he was noted for his speed and 
courage, while his faultless action attracted close 
observers, who were unanimous in the opinion 
that he would have proved one of the stars of 
his division had his training been continued. 

In point of breeding and individuality, “Monk’s 
Way has few equals and superiors, 
either in this country or in England, in both 
respects no change could be made by the most 
discriminating horseman. He was bred in the 
National Stud, and was sold as a yearling to 
Lord Woolavington, the owner of Captain Cuttle 
(Derby winner), as well as of his sire Hurry On, 
for 800 guineas, or about $4,000. 

*Monk’s Way for six generations in the male 
line comes from one of the greatest tribes in 
the British Stud Book. His sire, Friar Marcus, 
was a first class racehorse. His grandsire, Cicero, 
won the Derby. Cyllene was one of the great 
racehorses of all time, as was Bona Vista, while 
Bend Or not only won the Derby, but became the 
founder of the greatest family now in England, 
and his sire Doncaster was aiso a Derby winner. 

Prim Nun, the dam of Friar Marcus, was her- 
self a success as a race mare, and was by the 
immortal St. Simon, unbeaten on the Turf and 
incomparable in the stud. Her dam, Nunsuch, 
was a noted broodmare, and was by the superb 
racehorse and sire Nunthorpe, son of Camballo 
and Matilda. In the maternal line *Monk’s Way 
is equally as well bred, his dam, Tillywhim, hav- 
ing been an excellent race mare, and in the stud 
produced several winners of merit. Her sire, 
Minoru, won the Derby for the late King Edward 
VII, and his sire, Cyllene, proved to be the 
founder of one of the best families in the stud 
book, siring four winners of the Derby, while 
his sons and daughters added to his fame as a 
progenitor. 

Wildfowler, the sire of Lily Rose, the second 
dam of *Monk’s Way, was by Gallinule, the 
greatest broodmare sire in the history of the 
breeding industry in England, and Lily Rose her- 
self won the Gimcrack Stakes and other import- 
ant events. Wild Rose, the next dam, also pro- 
duced Wild Oats and was half-sister to Roi 
Herode, sire of The Tetrarch. Rose of York, the 
next dam, was half-sister to Bend Or, and to 
Rose of Lancaster (grandam of Robert le Diable). 
The next dam was Rouge Rose, the dam of 
Bend Or. 

Superb as is the breeding of *Monk’s Way, his 
individuality is even more perfect, and in this 
respect he is one of the very few Thoroughbreds 
ever brought to this country combining fault- 
less conformation with quality and _ substance. 
He has finish and beauty to so great a degree 
that in a passing glance the observer fails to 
realize his height, substance and muscular de- 
velopment. He is so well balanced, so exquisitely 
proportioned, that he gives the impression of 
being somewhat smaller than he really is. 

His head is as nearly perfect as is ever found 
on a horse of any breed, and his width between 
the eyes, his faultless ear, his fine throttle, and 
tapering muzzle, give him an appearance of 
beauty that is rarely found in the members of 
the equine race. His neck is long and well 
crested; set on superb shoulders, oblique and 
very deep, giving the horse remarkable heart 
and lung room. 

His back is short and stout, carrying a full 
barrel, well ribbed, and stoutly coupled. His 
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quarters are well muscled, these running deep 
into his gaskins. He has great length from point 
of hip to hock; his canons short and flat; his 
pasterns at the right angle, and he stands on the 
best of feet. Like a majority of fast horses 
*Monk’s Way stands with his legs well under 
him, and when he walks his stride carries him 
in a manner that betokens his determination, as 
well as his grace of action. 

Among the mares at Sunny Hill Farm, which 
are the property of Colonel Dudley, are several 
which have already distinguished themselves 
through the performances of their progeny. 
Perhaps the most noted at this time is the 
chestnut Thunderbird, by *Star Shoot, from 
Grace G., by *Albert; from Mountain Maid, by 
Faustus; from Golden Queen, by Hollywood; out 
of Lady Luna, by Lord Clifden. Thunderbird is 
the dam of Ormonbird (many times a winner), 
Vimont (a consistent race horse, and the winner 
of 9 races during the past season), and of Jim 
Dandy, winner against several of the best of his 
division in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes at 
Saratoga, 1929. Jim Dandy was sold by Colonel 
Dudley for $25,000, and his yearling half-brother, 
by Bubbling Over, realized $10,000 during the 
sales last August, at the Spa. 

My favorite, in point of breeding, of the mares 
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owned by Colonel Dudley, is Stitches, by *Poly- 
melian, from *Lacework, by Tracery; from Man- 
dola, by Love Wisely, out of Sonatina by Am- 
phion. *Lacework was herself a winner and has 
produced several racehorses of merit. Mandola 
produced Tetrameter, winner of the Stewards 
Cup at Goodwood, as well as other important 
events. This is especially choice breeding, as 
“Polymelian is one of the best of the sons of 
Polymelus, and Tracery was both on the Turf 
and in the stud one of the outstanding horses 
of his generation. 

“Monk’s Way has been given abundant oppor- 
tunities during the short time he has been in 
the stud, the mares now at Sunny Hill with 
which he was mated last spring including in 
addition to Stitches, Bela D., by *Light Brigade 

Badinage, by Cunard; Ebony Maid, by Ballot— 
Mammy, by *Sempronius; Glide, a stakes win- 
ning daughter of Manager Waite and Gossip, by 
The Scribe; Gloria Quale, by “Ambassador IV- 
Verneida, by *Kilkerran; Goodhart by *Glencairn 

Sun Kiss, by *Peep 0’ Day; Loys, by Uncle 
Grace Dixon, by Sir Dixon; Margaret Parker, by 
Peter Quince -Falco, by *Light Brigade; Note o’ 
Love, by Ormondale- Billet Doux, by *Star 
Shoot; Pretty Politician, by Ballot--Manifou, by 
Hastings; Southern Kiss, by Peter Pan-—*Golden
